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HISTORY OF CLASS '37

OUR years have come and gone since first our steps strayed within these 
halls—four years of varied activity, of study, pleasure, friendships gained, 
hopes fulfilled and some disappointments. Now, as the curtain is about to 

descend upon the university career of class ’37, we look back with a feeling of 
appreciation for our brief stay here. The university has left its stamp on each 
individual character. Yet also, during these past four years, we have contributed 
much to the life of our Alma Mater. It is the chronicler’s privilege to pay tribute 
to the achievements of class ’37, and to define the part it played in the develop- 
ment of the university as a whole. 

We arrived in the fall of °33—a record breaking number of shy young 
hopefuls, the first to be denied the doubtful privilege of initiation. Thereupon 
began the dismal forebodings of pessimistic upper-classmen, who trembled for 
the fate of “this our university” in the hands of those who had not been uplifted 
by the moral and physical discipline of sophomore tyranny. Sophomores, how- 
ever, responded nobly, and, burying deep the proverbial hatchet along with their 
grief for lost hopes of revenge, extended a calm and cordial welcome to the 
aspiring freshmen. We believe we have proved ourselves worthy of their trust. 
From the outset, class "37 has manifested an enthusiastic class loyalty, and es- 
tablished as fine a standard of achievement as any of its predecessors. 

With characteristic enthusiasm the freshmen of 1933 entered all branches 
of campus activity—literary, scholastic and athletic. In the latter field particu- 
larly, freshmen were prominent and gained considerable distinction in rugby, 
hockey and basketball. 

The sophomores of ’34-’35 cheerily assumed their responsibilities in ushering 
in yet another class of newcomers. Their reception to freshmen—the so-called 
Balloon Formal, was a noteworthy achievement. The class entry in the Inter- 
Year Play competition won favorable comment, while the interest in sport was 
not allowed to wane. 

In the Junior Year, the scope of activity of class ’37 continued its ever- 
widening course. We find our classmates in many an executive position of im- 
portance, while the Gateway and Evergreen and Gold received valuable service 
from Junior ranks. The Junior Prom was an outstanding tribute to the origin- 
ality of class °37. The unusual motif of darkest Africa provided an atmosphere 
that will live long in the memories of our students. Class ?37 has continued to 
reveal its flair for social triumphs by the re-introduction this year of the Mid- 
winter, in the novel form of a cabaret. A fine dramatic talent has been by no 
means wanting among our classmates. Awards for the best actor and actresses 
went to the cast of the Junior play in 1936, while one of the triumphs of the 
senior term was the winning of the coveted dramatic shield. 

And now the Senior year marks the climax in the history of achievement. 
It has been a fitting finale to each individual’s striving to attain a well-balanced, 
independent personality. As a class we feel we have learned much from our 
association together—lessons of loyalty, truth and mutual encouragement in our 
efforts toward a common purpose. We have been schooled in habits of intellec- 
tual honesty and straight thinking. We sincerely hope that the spirit of 
Quaecumque Vera will continue to guide our thought and action. The chronic: 
ler’s sketch is at best inadequate, for the part we have played is more readily 
sensed than analyzed. But we leave behind us a more permanent witness in the 
institutions and traditions we have helped to mould. The time has come for us 
to turn our steps along new individual and widely divergent paths. This phase 
of our life is closed—on to the next.

N a short time we of class ’37 shall be widely scattered. As we adapt ourselves 
to life in various communities our university associations will naturally 
recede into the background of our lives. I think it timely for us to ask 

ourselves, “What then will our university training mean to us?” 

Several years ago when, as freshmen, we entered these halls of learning 
we found ourselves in a new social community. As such, our Alma Mater has 
played a very important part in the shaping of our character and of our future. 
This is so, quite apart from the fact that some enterprising students have 
already laid the foundations for matrimonial careers. For in our concourse 
with fellow students in residence and through the various campus activities, 
the rough edges of our personalities have been smoothed out. Many a valuable 
lesson in co-operation has been learned on the playing ground where team work 
counts, and we had to submerge our individual desires for the success of the team. 
Some have gained qualities of leadership through participation in competitive 
sports. Others have gained greater self-assurance by strutting behind the foot- 
lights, or by confronting worthy opponents on the debating platform. Nor must 
we forget lessons in tolerant thinking learned in discussion groups or in those 
argumentative sessions, known by the name of a common farm animal, and 
which last on and on far into the night! Without realizing it, we have all 
broadened the basis of our personalities through friendly contacts on the campus. 

To a great many of us the university has been a training school for our 
future professional or vocational careers. We have received little better than an 
indispensable minimum of knowledge and practical experience but, what is more, 
we have caught a glimpse of the great learning and skill to be acquired in any 
branch of the work we may do. 

Let us hope that there will be a few in our class who will attain high dis- 
tinction in some field of endeavour. They will help us to bring due credit to our 
Alma Mater for the training she has given us. 

To many of us our university will be remembered chiefly because it guided 
us in the search after truth for its own sake. We have sat at the feet of the 
learned. We have labored long in the laboratories in preparation for the exam- 
inations. We have crammed for hours, marshalling many facts; sometimes we 
have been lost in details. In history and literature we have followed the 
blundering course of man through obstacles created by his own blind passions. 
We have seen civilization marching on, with faltering step, toward higher and 
more integrated forms. In science we have been shown the value of keeping our 
thought linked closely to the simplest and surest forms of reality known to our 
senses. Having learned to control our thinking by reality, we are in a position 
to control reality by the product of our mind. The scientific way of thought 
will serve us in good stead in helping us to solve the everyday problems which 
we shall meet in our new surroundings. In these days, when selfish individual - 
ism and narrow nationalism have brought the world to the vergé of a new 
catastrophe, there is ample need for action directed by clear, straight, scientific 
thinking. Such thinking based on our knowledge of the fundamental drives, 
instincts and emotions of man, will see the significance of historical trends and 
take account of social and economic principles. It will lead us to a more coherent 
understanding of the world about us and aid us in building a better society in 
which to live. 

Although we are about to leave the confines of our university we shall 
never be without the wealth of experience and knowledge which she has given 
us, and we shall always remember the precept in her motto and search after 
“whatsoever things are true”

ENFORCEMENT 
COMMITTEE 


HE Constitutional Enforcement Commit- 
tee, for the benefit of those not fully 
acquainted with its existence and general 

functions, was brought into being in the spring 
of 1934 through the medium of “The Enforce- 
ment Act”. 


The Committee is composed of a chairman 
and two other members, preferably senior 
students who hold no other offices in the 
Students’ Union. These members are appointed 
by the Students’ Council. 


Primarily, the purpose of the Committee, as 
appears from its designation, is to deal with all 
matters involving the welfare and good govern- 
ment of the Students’ Union by enforcing the 
provisions of its Constitution. In order that its 
decisions may be carried out, it has power to 
impose fines up to the sum of $10.00, or to bar 
offenders from student activities or student 
offices. 


A good many persons who have interested 
themselves in the Committee have been slightly 
dubious about its usefulness. They incline to 
think that it is merely another institution set 
up to further confuse an already complicated 
organization. 


The Committee, however, may be justified 
by reference to that complicated organization. 
The officers of the various clubs under the 
Students’ Council are authorized to control a 
part of the student funds. It is expedient that 


there be somebody by whom these officers may be censored in case of laxity or inefficiency in carrying 


out their duties. 


With this in mind the Committee, besides imposing penalties where it is deemed necessary, attempts 
to analyze the difficulties which confront the various officers of the Union and to bring them to the 
attention of the Students’ Council, with suggestions as to remedies. By functioning on that basis the Com- 
mittee is able to instruct as well as to enforce, and to ensure the least expensive and most efficient adminis- 


tration of Students’ Union activities.

DEBATE 


HE first major debate of the season which was sponsored 

by the N.F.C.U.S. was held on November 25th, 1936, 

in Convocation Hall. The resolution which was argued read: 
“Resolved that the merits of the present day family as a social 


institution are over-rated.” 


The team against which Alberta debated was chosen from 
two of the leading British Universities, namely those of Lon- 
don and Edinburgh; the two men representing these univer- 
sities were Bernard Ungerson from London and Malcolm 
MacEwen from Edinburgh. Alberta was represented by J. 
Harper Prowse and Leonard Bercuson. 


Alberta, upholding the affirmative, held doggedly to the 
resolution, interpreting the topic to mean that the family as 
it is falls short of the composite ideal family that exists in 
the mind. The negative took rather a more prosaic point of 


view that what people think of the family is less than what 
the family actually performs for us, putting forth arguments 
that were in a much lighter vein but somewhat less 


convincing. 


The final summing up revealed that Alberta had won the 
decision. We might note that this was one of the debates 
chosen to appear in print in the “North American Debaters’ 
Annual,” which includes the best debates on the continent.

It would indeed seem scarcely 
an exaggeration to say that until such time as the Political Science Club 
exists in some measure at least as the focus of action, political groups on 
the Campus, using their contacts to aid in securing speakers and yet 
bringing to the warmth and zeal of animated controversy the leaven of 
academic disinterestedness, it can reasonably expect only the most meagre

It is hoped that this record will be exceeded in the 1937 examinations. The Board of Examiners who conducted 
the practical portion of the examinations this year stated that there was a distinct improvement in the training. This 
was indicated by the gratifying increase in the numbers of candidates who were successful in passing this part of the 
Certificate examinations. 


SUMMARY OF TRAINING 


Advantage was taken of exceptionally fine weather at the beginning of the training season to complete much 
out-of-doors training before winter closed down. Cavalry and Artillery candidates obtained their full complement 
of mounted parades. Engineers proved that they could transport troops dry-shod across White Mud Creek, Machine 
Gunners had an opportunity to fire their Vickers Guns on the range at Winterburn, and rifle enthusiasts, also, had 
a day at the ranges. All candidates had a number of opportunities in which to sport their prowess at squad or com- 
pany drill on the campus in front of Pembina. 


During the year training in Artillery, under the able direction of Lieut. W. S. Ziegler, was offered for the first 
time to all members of the Unit who were already in possession of an “A” certificate in any other Arm of the Service. 


The practical portion of the “A” and “B” Certificate Examinations in all Arms was held on February 13th and 
20th. Of the 139 candidates who underwent examination 132 were successful.
